Former Governor Brown yesterday | 

issued a statement to the voters of 
Georgia in which he says some things 
of present day political interest in a 
vigorous and most emphatic way. He 
riddles the present state primary sys- 
tiem for ite many defects; cites Judge 
Russell to the constitution and the laws 
of the state which say the legisla- 
ture and not the governor, makes the 
laws and condemns the abuses of the 
pardoning power. 
Adverting to the prohibition issue, 
charges his opponents with strad- 
dling, and says they are trying to run 
with the hares and hold with the 
hounds on this vital question. 

The statement is a vigorous one, and 
covers the whole range of questions 
catapulted into the present campaign. 

In regard to prohibition in Georgia 
and hie position that no change in the 
haw should be made until such pro- 
posed change is submitted to a popular 
Governor Brown follows along the 
uf his statement issued on Friday, 
Uctober 27, 1911; which was as follows: 

“In the event of my election I shall not 
favor any legislation upon the (prohi- 
hition) subject unless it carries with 
if an Opportunity for approval or dis- 
approval b* the people at the ballot 
pox."—-Joseph M. Brown. ene ee ike:

Its continuance or repeal 
should be voted for by the people en 
its own merits, and, if elected, I will 
ao urge the legislature, that the people 
may settle this question on the direct 
issue, involved, and as an attach- 
ment to the personal ambitions of any 
aspirant tor office.”

On the ground that the National Civ. 
ic Federation is composed largely of 
employers of labor, many of whom are 
bitter in their opposition to the prin- 
ciples advocated bv organized labor, a 
resolution has been introduged in the 


of Lator requesting that labor men 
who are officials in the Civic Federa- 
tion resign thetr offices in that body. 

The _ resolution was introduced by 
Duncan McDonald, representing the 
United Mine Workers. Another resolu- 
tion condemning the Civie Federation 
has been introduced by Groce Law- 
rence, delegate from the Illinois State 
Federation, and both the resolutions 
have been referred to the. committee on 
resolutions. 

Among the labor leaders who are af- 
filiated with the National Civic Fed- 
eration ang who are called upon by the 
resolution to sever their connections 
with “the organization are President 
Samuel Gompers, James M. Lynch, pres- 
ident’ of the Typographical union; A 
B. Garretson, president of the Order of 
Railway Conductors and several others. 

The first clash between organized 


labor and .the .eclvic federation came: 


when the United Mine Workers’ asso- 
ciation, believing that the civie organi- 
zation was inimical to labor,’ practical- 
ly demanded that John Mitchell, presi- 
dent of the miners, withdraw from the 
civic federation or sever his connection 
with the miners. Although deprecating 
the idea that the civic body was hostile 
to labor, Mr, Mitchell tendered his res- 
ignation as a member, of the former 
organization. 


Independents’ Offer Spurned.

Major W. O. Vertrees issued a state- 
ment today signed by the state demo- 
cratic committee, of which he is 
chairman, spurning the offer of the 
so-called independent democrats of 
Tennessee..to harmonize the party 
through a general primary in which 
all democrats would participate.

TRUSTS, PEOPLE, SQUARE DEAL, 
_ ARE DISCUSSED BY ROOSEVELT

New York, November 16.—Recent 
litigation and legislation to regulate 
the trusts is discussed ang a fremedy 
to meet the present situation is sug- 
gested by Theodore Roosevelt in an 
editorial entitled “The Trusts, the 
People and the Square Deal,” published 
today in The Outlook. 

“The suit against the steel trust 
by the government,” Mr. Roosevelt be- 
gins, “has brought vividly before our 
people the need of reducing to order 


gards business.” He concludes with 
the following recommendation: 

“The national government exercises 
control over interstate commerce rail- 
Ways and it can in similar fashion 
through an appropriate sovernmental 
body exercise control over all indus- 
trial organizations engaged in inter- 
State commerce. This control should 
be exercised not by the courts, but 
by an administrative bureau Or board 
such as the bureau of corporations or 
the interstate ecommerce commission, 
for the courts cannot with advantage 
permanently perform executive and 
administrative functions.” 

Dentes That He Was Misiled. 
Before taking up his general theme 
Mr. Roosevelt pauses to deny that the 
representatives of the steel corpora- 
tion misled him while he was presi- 
dent. Referring to the suit against 
the Steel trust he says: 

One of the grounds for the suit is 
the acquisition by the steel corpora- 


Company, and it has been alleged, on 
the authority of the government offi- 
clals engaged in carrying on the suit, 
that as regards this transaction I was 
misled by the representatives of the 
Steel Corporation, and that the facts 
were not accurately or truthfully laid 
before me. This statement is not cor- 
rect. -I believed at the time that the 
facts in teh case were as represented 
to me on behalf of the Steel Corpora- 
tion, and my further knowledge has 
convinced me that this was true. 

__No Monopoly of Southern Ore. 

It has been alleged that the pur- 
chase by the Steel Gorborktion of the 
property of the Tennessee Coal and 
Iron Company gave the Steel Corpora- 
tion practically a monopoly of the 
southern iron ores—-that ig of the iron 
ores south of the Potomac ‘and the 
Ohio, My information, which I have 
every reason to believe is accurate 
and not successfully to be challenged, 
is that of these southern iron ores 
the Steel Corporation has inc: uding 
the property gained from the Tennes- 
see Coal ang Iron Company, less than 
| 20 per cent—perhaps not over 16 per 
cent. This is a very much smaller 
,; percentage than the percentage. it 
holds of the Lake Superior ores, which 
even after the surrender of the Hil] 
leas@ will be slightly over 50 per cent. 

“According my view, therefore, 
and unless—which I do not believe 
possib'e—these figures can be sue- 
cessfully peste , ey the acquisition of 
the Tennessee oal and Iron Com- 
pany’s ores in no way changeg the 
situation as regards making the Stee] 
Corporation a monopoly. 

Harsh and Mischievous. 

Returning to the main subject, Mr. 
Roosevelt continued: 

“To attempt to meet the whole 
problem not by administrative gov- 
ernmental action, but by a succession 
of lawsuits is hopeless from the 
standpoint of working out a perma- 
nently satisfactory solution. More- 
over, the results sought to be 
achieved are achieved on'‘y in extreme- 
ly insufficient and fragmentarg, meas 
ure by breaking up all big corpora- 
tions, whether they have behaveg well 
or ill, into a number of little corpora- 
tions ‘which it is perfectly certain will

“Such action is harsh and mischiev- 
ous if the corporation is guilty of noth- 
ing except its size and where, as in 
the case of the Standard Oil, and espe- 
clally the tobacco trusts, the corpora- 
tion has been guilty of immoral and 
anti-social practices, there is need for 


our chaotic government policy as re-| 


far more drastic and thorough-going 
actfon than any that has been taken, 
undér the recent decree of the supreme 
court. In the case of the tobacco trust, 
for instance, the settlement in the cir- 
cuit court, in which the _ representa- 
tives of the government ‘semed in- 
clined to concur, practically léaves all 
of the companies still substantially 
under the control of twenty-nine orig- 
inal defendanis. Such a result is 
‘lamentabie frum the standpoint of jus- 
tice. The decision of the circuit court, 
If allowed to stand, means that the to- 
baccé trust has merely been obliged to 
cNange its ciothes, that none vf the 
reat offenders have received any real 
punishment 

Miscarriage of Justice in Tobaceo Case. 

“Sureiy, miscarriage of justice is not 
too strong a term to apvly to such a 
result when considered in connection 
with what the supreme court said of 
this trust, 

“The effort to prohibit all combina- 
tions, good or bad, is bound to fail, and 
ought to fail; when made, it merely 
means that some of the worst combina- 
tions are not checked and that honest 
business js echecked. 

“Not only should any huge corpora- 
tion which has gained its position by 
unfair methods and by interference 
with the rights of others, by demoral- 
izing and corrupt practices in short, by 
sheer baseness and wrong doing be 
broken up, but it should be made the 
business of some administrative gov- 
ernmental body, by constant supervis- 
fon to see that it does not come to- 
gether again, save under such strict 
control as shall insure the community 
against all repetition of the bad con- 
duct--and it should never be permit- 
ted thus to assemble its parts as long

Later on the two-thirds “vote was 
chanzged to a majority vote of the 
delegates under which for a quarter of 
a century every governor of Georgia 
been nominated. The state ex- 
committee in calling the spe- 
Cial primary for December 7, disre- 
garding all precendent, has declared 
that the nomination shall be made by 
a plurality vote of the delegates who 
are themselves selected by a plurality 
vote of the people in the respective 
counties, so that a momination may be 
made by a minority vote of the people 
of the state and also by a minority 
vote of the delegates. I believe such 
usurpatory action on the part of the 
committee to be dangerous in the ex- 
treme as threatening the very liberties 
of the people, for, if one committee has 
the right to take such a radical step 
in defiance of unwritten law, then any 
other cOmmittee can likewise frame up 
any scheme that may be evolved to 
defy majority expression and to place 
the choice of our governor into the 
hands of the restricted circle. <A sys- 
tem that permits these rapid changes 
in the method of election puts a pre- 
mium upon machine politics; places 
the masses of the people at a dis- 
advantage and threatens popular 
rights to an extent undreamed of until 
now in the history of Georgia. 

If I am elected I will appeal to the 
legislature to pass a general primary 
election law that will establish a fixed 
method foy the choice of governor and

TO RULE TRUSTS 
BY COMMISSIONS 


Committee on Interstate 
Commerce. 


Washington, November 16.—The sen- 
ate committee on interstate commerce 
which is inquiring into the trust prob- 
lem received today the first concrete. 
suggestions for new legislation de-/| 
signed to control gigantic combina-; 
tions, without hampering business or- 
ganizations. 

Taylor Vincent, of Huntington, W. 
Va., suggested the organization of sep-'! 
arate federal commissions to deal with 
the coal, iron and steel], lumber and oil 
industries, with power to authorize 
Small combinations and agreements for 
selling the products or operating the 
properties. 

A method of trust regulation through 
a graduated tax on the capital stock 
of corporations was suggested by W. 
S. Dwinnel, an attorney from Minne- 
apolis.. Mr. Dwinnel said such a tax, 
increasing in proportion to the amount 
of capital, would prevent monopoly 
and stimulate competition from smaller 
concerns that would not be hampered 
by the heavy tax. j 

The senate committee pursued a 
course of questioning that indicated a 
desire to fing out whether any of the 
men wWho appeared today favored gov- 
ernment control of prices. Mr. Vin-' 
cent said his scheme for a federal! coal 
mrine commission did not contemplate 
a control of prices. Natural compe- 
tition would be stimulated, he said, if 


| the smal] coal mine operators were perr 


mitted to make reasonable combina-~ 
tions in order to reduce expenses and 
market their coal more cheaply. | 

Mr, Dwinnell, who proposed the cee 
eral tax on capital stock, declared the 
big combinations would not be able to 
pass this tax on the consumer, because 
an increase tn price would bring into 
operation at once many small concerns 
that would not be embarrassed by the 
big tax. 

“If every prayer of the government 
against the United States Steel Cor- 
poration is granted,” said Mr. Dwinnel, 
“1 do not anticipate that the price of 
steel rails will decline from $28 a ton, 
even though it cost but $14 a ton to 
make them, as has been publicly stated 
An adequate tax on/big capital stock 
would force moderate prices, or invite 
outside competition.”

Without ostentation and scarcely be- 
fore any* one realized what was taking 
place, the dove of peace fluttered into 
the convention hall of the American 
Federation of Labor yesterday morn- 
ing, bearing an olive branch from the 
Buck Stove and Range Contpany, of 
St. Louis. 

‘In this instance, the olive branch 
took the form of a handsome leather- 
bound match box which the. range 
company offered to the convention: as 
a souvenir. There was one for each 
delegate, 

The announcement that the dove had 
arrived was made by President Gom- 
pers, who stated to the convention that 
he had received a communication from 
Frederick W. Gardner, president of the 
Buck Stove and Range Company, re- 
questing that the convention. accept 
the souvenirs as a gift from that com- 
pany, 

President Gompers asked if there was 
any objection to the/request and the 
delegates, surprised into silence, said 
never a word, ang the president an- 
nounced’ that the souvenirs would be 
t accepted and distributed. 

The acceptance of this overture of 
peaee from the Buck Stove and Range 
Company is significant as indicating 
that a long and bitterly fought war is 
ended. Under the late A. W. Van Cleve, 
of St. Louis, president of the stove 
works ang also president of the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers the 
case of the American Federation of La- 
bor growing out of the boycot of the 
company, was carried through all the 
courts. 

Under an injunction secured by the 
company, the officers of labor were 
enjoined from continuing to publish the 
hame of the Buck company on the “un- 
fair’ list. The violation of this order 
led Justice Daniel Thew Wright, of the 
supreme court of the District of Colum. 
bia, to sentence three of the leading 
labor officials of the United States to 
President Gompers was given a 
sentence of twelve months; Secretary 
Frank Morrison, of six months, and 
John Mitchell, of nine months. 

The execution of these sentences are 
now being held up on an application 
for a rehearing. An appeal has been 
ade to President Taft to pardon the 
three labor officials. 

Under all the circumstances, the re- 
ceipt of the friendly overture from the 
Buck Stove company, following others 
of the same tenor, created much inter- 
est. 

Fraternal Delegates to Speak. 

The convention devoted practically 
the entire session Thursday to hear- 
ing addresses from the fraternal del- 
egates, of whom there are. quite a 
large number in atténdance from Can- 
ada, Hhngland, Porto Rico and from va- 
rious Woman organizations throughout 
the country. 

Among the speakers heard Thursday 
morning were J. Cifmon and G. A. 
Roberts, representing the British 
Trades Union congress; William Glock- 
lin, of the Canadian Trades and Labor 
congress, and Mrs. Raymond Robins, 
representing the National Women’s 
Trade Union League of America. 

Other praternal d@legates who will 
bc heard at the session i riday morning, 
Miss Annie Fitzgerald, of the 
Woman’s International Union Label 
League; Rey. Charles S. McFarland, of 
the Fedefal Council of the Churchés of 
Christ; Rev. P. E. Dietz and Charles I. 
Denechau. of the American Federation 
of Catholic Societies, and Charles Bar- 
rett, president of the National Farmers’ 
Union:
